K. Y. : eisberg referred to was listed as a probable 
* speaker for the ILGW Union of the dress industry in 
it connection with a meeting to be held by them in con- . 
/•' nection with a strike lockout in that industry. Tne 
article intimated that the party in quest xon was an 
official of ILGW. At that time. Heroic neisberg, our 
applicant, was reported to be engaged in newspaper 
work In Wilmington, Delaware and coverage of same by 
the CSA Investigation at Wilmington should- eliminate 

the 
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the possibility that our applicant and the H. W'eis- 
berg referred to above are identical. It v.aa also 
ascertained that one Y.'eisberg ves listed in the Com- 
mittee's files with reference pertaining to page 4, 
Daily Y’orker, October 29j 1S26. This reference dis- 
closed that one ’.Teisberg, first name not sbov.n, v.as 
listed as having contributed (>5.00 under the New York 
City contributions to a drive for £50,000 in support 
of the Daily Worker. Information from this reference 
was not sufficient to warrant an attempt to identify 
that party with our applicant. 

Our appl icart, Harold Y.'eisberg, is known to the 
Committee on Un-American Activities in connection 
with the Dies Committee - pelley hearings, as pre- 
viously mentioned in this report.

The files of another Government Agency contein 
s file on subject but indicate that no Inve stlga tion 
was conducted by them; that . sub ject 1 s name vas checked 
through their subversive files only, and that the only 
reference pertained to one Harold 0. Welsberg, who 
was former editor of the LaFollette Civil Liberties 
Committee. A notation followed that subject was not 
identified ana that the Information was not necessarily 
adverse if Identified. Subjects case was closed 
[December 18, 1946 and condition removed because of 
liquidation of the Agency by whom investigation had 
been requested. ' * - 

611 files were checked on applicant and disclosed 
that subject was approved by them as to security on 
July 7, 1944 on the basis of & character and loyalty 
report prepared for them by a commercial reporting 
agency. One witness stated that: "Subject became 

involved in e spurious letter which he purchased from 
someone; that a party had sold a letter to him telling 
him that it was written by Chairmen Dies to Yfillian D. 
Pelley, former Silver Shirt leader. He had published 
this letter in good faith, thinking it was genuine and # 
actually hstl a letter from the party from whom he bad 
purchased It, e Mr. David D. Mayne, Indicating that the 
letter was a genuine document. In my opinion, he was 
ecting in good faith and war really trying to get cir- 
cumstantial, supporting evidence for a project on which 
he. was working . There is no question . about his 

patriotism 
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patriotism. He has a nice personality. I 'would feel 
no hesitancy in recommending him for a responsible 
Government position. He is pro-labor and a New Dealer."

for discharge under ASF Order 318 dated September 23, 
1944 (failure to meet minimum physicel requirements)* 
Subject's military record indicates that he vas under- 
going &r treatment at Walter Heed Hospital, Washington, 

D. C. , from Kerch' 22, 1944 to Kay 4, 1944. Proceedings 
of a board of medical officers, Walter Reed Hospital, 
which reviewed subject's case, found that a permanent 
partial disability existed prior to induction based on: 

1. ’ Strain, lumbosacral and left sacroiliac. 

2*. pes planus, bilateral, second degree, sympto- 
matic cause undetermined (flat feet). 

3. Astigmatism, raided bilateral vision OD 20/70 
* J8 - OS 20/200, correctable to OD 20/30 and

The Bo ercL recommended that subject be returned to 
any duty of e non-strenuous nature in which impaired 
vision would not be "hazardous to the individual or to 
members of his unit, etc. As of October 6, 1944 subject 
wrote to his Chief at OSS, H. C. Barton, complaining of 
eyestrain and requesting that inquiry be made to deter- 
mine his eligibility for a medical discharge. On Novem- 
ber 15, 1944 'subject v.as given separation orders es 
indicated above. Subject was rated excellent as to # 
character and efficiency on October 31, 1944.
